Of the Secretaries. 

I. i^ I 1HE Secretaries, or either of them, {hall have inipe^lioE? 
JL over the Clerk ; and fliall give the Orders and Di- 
regions concerning the entering and v^riting of all minutes or 
niatters in the Journal-books of the Society or Council, or any 
other books of the Society ; aifo concerning any orders or other 
writings for the ufo and fervice af the Society*. 

II. The Secretaries fhall attend at all pneetings of the So- 
ciety, Council, and Committees of papers i where when the 
Prefident hath taken the Chair, the Senior Secretary fhall read' 
the minutes, orders, and entries^ of the preceding meeting ;. 
and fliall afterwards take minutes of the bulinefs and orders 
of the prefent meeting, to be entered by the Clerk in the 
refpedive books to which they relate :: and at the meetings of 
the Society, the Junior Secretary fhali mention the prefents 
made tothemfince thelaft meeting, fhall give notice of any can- 
didate that ftands propofed for deftion into the Society at that 
meeting, there being prefent a competent number for making 
eleftions ;. and fliall read the letters and papers prefen ted to the 
Society in the order of time he received them^ unlefs the 
Prefident fliall otherwife dired,

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III. The Secretaries, or either of them, fhall draw tip all 
letters to be written to any perfons in the name of the Society 
or Council (to be read and approved of in fome meeting of either 
f elpeftively) except, for fome particular caufe or confideration^ 
fome other perfon be appointed by the Society or Council to 
draw Bp any fiich letter. They fhall likewife have the charge 
(under the direction of the Committee of Papers) of printing 
the Philolbphical Tranfadions and eorreding the Piefs^
